INCREASE IN PENSION 

Sir Thomas White, minister of 
finance, has announced an in¬ 
crease in Canadian soldiers pen¬ 
sions. The change will - be con¬ 
sidered as having come into force 
on April 1st, of the year, and aH 
pensioners since that date are 
entitled to a cheque covering the 
difference. The new scale ap¬ 
plies to soldiers and sailors hold¬ 
ing the lower ranks up to and in¬ 
cluding the rank of sub-lieuten¬ 
ant in the Canadian navy and 
lieutenant in the Canadian ex¬ 
peditionary force, and the change 
wili affect the soldiers and sailors 
and their children, their orphan 
children, their widows and chil¬ 
dren, their dependent parents 
and their younger brothers and 
sisters. The total increase in 
the amount payable bv Canada 
for pensions and allowances will 
be approximately 40 per cent. 
At the present time the annual 
expenditure involved is about five 
million dollars, arid with the 
above increase the outlay will be 
seven million dollars for the fis¬ 
cal year. 

One of the charges brought 
about is that disabilities shall be 
divided into 20 classes instead of 
6 classes. In the future disabled 
men will be certain to receive a 
pension based directly on TEe 
percentage of the disability which 
they suffer, and another changeis 
the authorization of an annual 
allowance for a married disabled 
pensioner. Up to the present 
time the unmarried man received 
the same pension for disability 
as the married man. 


Decide to Try for Consolidat¬ 
ed District Here. Country 
Meetings to be Held 

Soon - 

• - 

A meeting of those interested 
in educationaT&atters was held 
in the Oddfellows hall on Friday 
evening for the purpose of con¬ 
sidering the question of a consol¬ 
idated school for Vulcan and dis¬ 
trict, Mr. R. A. Barron, regis¬ 
trar of the provincial department 
of education, addressed the meet¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Barron went fully into 
the question, enlarging upon the 
superiority of consolidation as 
against the present system we 
have and showed that by a co-op¬ 
eration of effort on the part of 
the school districts a higher stan¬ 
dard of educational efficiency 
could be gained. He gave in¬ 
stances of districts not so well 
settled as the Vulcan district, 
running consolidated schools with 
success, and pointed out that al¬ 
though the change might mean 
a slight increase in taxes, they 
would be small in Comparison to 
the greater good the district 
would derive from the change. 

Following his address Mr. Bar¬ 
ron had numerous questions put 
to him, all of which he answer¬ 
ed. In regard to commencing a 
consolidated school he said there 
were two ways in which it could 
be done. One was to vote at on¬ 
ce on whether it should be estab¬ 
lished, and the other was to wait 
for a few weeks, during which 
time meetings to explain consol¬ 
idation would be held at the var¬ 
ious schools which would be aff¬ 
ected by consolidation. The lat¬ 
ter plan was defied upon, and 
the’dates and places of meetings 
will be published as soon as word 
is received from the department 

The districts mentioned as be¬ 
ing likely to favour inclusion in 
the consolidated area are Vulcan, 
Harvey, Auburn, McIntyre,Thigh 
Hill, Highland, and the unorgan¬ 
ized territory east of Vulcan 
Meetings will be held at each of 
these points when the ratepayers 
will have the matter fullg ex¬ 
plained to them, and they will 
decide by vote whether they will 
be consolidated.

R. F. C. The letter says: 

Dear Mr. Haight:- It is with 
regret that I have to inform you 
that your brother, ‘2nd. Lieut. J. 
L. Haight, is missing. 

He went out on patrol yester¬ 
day evening with 12 other mac, 
hines. At about 6-15 p,m. ^hey 
sighted a formation of Germans 
and attacked. During the com¬ 
bat which followed your brother 
was driven down by three of the 
epemy machines, and was last 


seen by gunners of a forward A. 
A. section, about fifty feet from 
the ground, but under control. 
Personally, from the information 
I have received, 1 think that he 
landed safely and that the cause 
of his descent was probably due 
to engine failure, evidently hit 
in the fight.

CONSOLIDATION 


•Mr. Barron’s meeting for the purpose of 
outlining the working of consolidated schools 
was not blessed with as large a gathering as 
one would like to have seen. This was doubt¬ 
less due to the fact of so short notice having 
been given. However, there were sufficient 
people there to form a nucleus for propaganda 
work in the village, and their interest in the 
matter will be a great help in furthering the 
idda. One feature of the meeting was the 
meagre attendance from the country, but that 
is going to be overcome, as it was decided that 
one of the staff of the department of educa¬ 
tion should visit the district in the near future 
and do missionary work at the country points 
which consolidation would effect. These dis¬ 
tricts will come in with the Vulcan and neigh¬ 
boring school districts and form a consolidated 
school area. 

The question is one to which all of us are 
requested to give our thought. It is not a new 
one in the country. Many other districts have 
them. These columns have frequently put forth 
a plea that the matter be considered, and at 
last we are arrived at the point where it rests 
with us to say ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ to the proposal. 

Briefly stated, consolidation means a higher 
status of education for the district, brought 
about by the co-operating of individual district 
interests and finance, on one common centre. 
The small rural schools, four or five, or possibly 
six in number spread around the country will 
make way for one central educational centre to

ERSTWHILE ESSAYS 


BABIES 

Babies are little scraps of humanity that 
eventually become members of the human race. 
1’here are two kinds of babies, girl babies and 
boy babies; sometimes there are both. In their 
earlier days it is very difficult to tell one kind 
from the other, and many promising social 
careers have been ruined by an inability todjsp 
tinguish them apart. The best way to find out 
which is which is to give the baby a biscuit; 
if he takes it its a boy and if she takes it its a 
girl. Babies, like certain kinds of dry goods, 
are made in black and white and various other 
colours. This is in order to meet local condi¬ 
tions. The black babies are sent to the hottest 
parts of the earth because their colour is so fast 
that it won’t fade, and the white babies are 
sent to the northerly parte so that there will be 
no colour to come off when they are washed. 
Then there are yellow babies, red babies, and 
brown babies, all placed in surroundings where 
their colour will match the wallpapers. In poor 
families babies are looked after by parents, but 
in rich families they are in the hands of special¬ 
ly trained nurses. Babies in pdbf families amuse 
themselves by getting all they can out o? their 
parents and wearing out their clothes. Rich 
babies spend most of their time in driving in 
perambulators through the parka and introduc¬ 
ing their nurses to policemen. Politicians are 
very fond of fussing over and kissing babies at 
an election time, but they very seldom do any¬ 
thing for them after that. When babies get a 
little older they become girls and boys, and 
some of them are educated and others sent to 
high schools and colleges.

to get for the increased cost, and when we gc j 
into this phase of it we will find that consolida¬ 
tion, even for the extra cost, is cheaper, and 
supplies greater efficiency than the present ed¬ 
ucational system. No system of education which 
will elevate the children of the province to a 
higher level and make them better fitted to 
carry on the business of life ought to be given 
up on account of the cost,particularly when that 
education is within the reach of everyone even 
when the higher cost of it is considered. To 
deny the children the best in education is to 
deny them their birthright, and it is hoped that 
the matter of consolidation will be seriously 
considered, and if at all practicable, adopted.

Exemption Board* have Deen choaen in *uch a way at to make them aosolutely independent and 
removed from all influence. There are over 1,250 board* throughout the country, each eantposed of two 
men, one appointed by the countv judge in the district concerned and one .elected by a joint committee of 
Parliament." Being familiar with local condition* where they sit, the member* are well-fitted to appreciate 
auch reasons for exemption a* are put before them by men called up. 

Exemption will be granted to those who can e.tabli.h that it i* in the national interest that they remain 
in civilian life. ThU is for the Exemption Board to decide after having received full information in each case.

(d) That eertou. hard.hip would en.ua II the man ware placed on activa service, owing to his exceptional financial or 
business obligations or domaslic position. s ^ 

(•) III health or infirmity. 

(f) That ho conscientiously obioct. to the undertaking of combatant service and ie prohibited from doing so by tenet.

Calgary auto owners have been 
asking for information regarding 
th6 headlights law, through I.K. 
K«r, jr., secretary of the Cal¬ 
gary Auto club, and as a result 
of the number of inquiries, he 
wrote the attorney-general’s de¬ 
partment some time ago and this 
communication is a result ef Mr. 
Kerr’s letter. 

Some motorists thought for a 
time that the law regarding 
headlight glare was nothing but 
a joke. If they are oeught of¬ 
fending this section of the motor 
vehicle act, autoists will find 
themselves up in police court. 

The headlight clause of the 
Alberta motor vehicle act, reads: 

“It shall be unlawful for use 
on a motor vehicle any lighting 
device of over four candle power 
equipped with a reflector, iftileas 
the same shall be so designed, 
deflected or arranged, that no 
portion of the beam of the re¬ 
flected light, when measured 75 
feet or more ahead of the lamp, 
shall rise above 42 inches from 
the level pf the surface on which 
the vehicle stands.’’

Only those men found physic¬ 
ally fit for combatant service 
oversea:; by the medical boards 
will be included in the first quot¬ 
as called to the colours under the 
Military Service Act. All such 
men are now being placed by 
the examiners in Category A. 

Men not in flawless physical 
condition are being classed as to 
their fitness for war service in 
non-combatant units, either in 
Canada or overseas according to 
the shape they are in. Such 
men may be called up later and 
re-examined or they may be call¬ 
ed for non-combatant services. 
The immediate need, of course, 
is for men fit for active service. 

Experience shows that the 
physical condition of men varies 
greatly; that is, a man may im¬ 
prove greatly in a few weeks or 
months.

Violation of the regulation is 
made an offense, and the penalty 
provided is a fine of not less than 
$ 10 , and not exceeding $500, or 
imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding six months, or both 
fine and imprisonment.

CONTRACTS. FIRST AND SFCONO MORTGAGES ROUGHT 



Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was at the 
commencement of the present war, and 
has since continued to be, a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of an alli*d or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter-sec¬ 
tion of available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in peraon at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agencv for Dis¬ 
trict. Entry by proxy may be iqade on 
certain condition*. Duties—Six months 
lesidence upon and cultivation of laud in 
each of three, year*. 

In certain districts a homestf nder may 
secure an adjoining quarter-sertivu aa 
pre-emption. Price S3.00 per ;kre. 
Unties—Reside six months in each of 
three >*ars after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acre* extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain donditions. 

A settlar after obtaining homestead 
patent, if hecannotei cure a pre emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain district*. Price $8.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each bL&hree years, 
cultivate 60 acras and erect a house worth 
$800 00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain condition*. 

When Dominion lends are advertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldier* who 
have served overseas and have beou hon¬ 
ourably discharged, receive one day pri. 
orii; in i pp'ying for entry at local Agents 
Office (I r$ not Bub-Agency). Discharge 
papers n as be presented to Agent.
